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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
. use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kanda et 

al. 

Kanda et al disclose an electromagnetic wave absorber material comprising a 
magnetic material (abstract), an inorganic fiber (fibrous conductor)(abstract), in organic 
binder (abstract), water (col. 4. lines 30-35) 

The limitation of "exhibiting a curing reaction in a temperature range of 
approximately 1-40 degrees C" has been considered, but does not result in a structural 
difference. The presence of process limitations in product claims, which product does 
not othenwise patentably distinguish over prior art, cannot impart patentability to that 
product. In re Stephens 145 USPQ 656 (CCPA 1965). 

Claims 1 , 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morimoto et al (JP 2000269680 A). 

Morimoto et al disclose an electromagnetic wave absorber material comprising a 
magnetic material (magnetic substance), an inorganic fiber (carbon fiber), in organic 
binder, water (page 2)(solution). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5, 7-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in Independent form Including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 14-30 are allowed
